CRITICS 


"I don't believe whnt Hie newspapers print nbout the wur"—This is 


a common expression among some people who affect superior knowledge 
without anything to back it up except asinine conceit, based upon luck of 
intelligence. 


You meet these people on the sidewalks, you hear them bilking for 


eflect in the street cnrs, and in each and every case they betray total 
ignorance o£ the subject they undertake to discuss. 


The wnr news published in the honest newspapers may be contra- 


dictory and in many respects misleading; but arc the newspapers to blame 
for that'? 


Never in any war in past history was there exercised such a strict 


censorship as in the present struggle; and never before has there been so 
little ground for blaming the newspapers for coloring the despatches 
sent out by the belligerents or by the reliable news gathering bodies such 
as the Associated Press.' 


The fact is, that war correspondents are not allowed to follow the 


operations in the field as they were in other wars. Where a correspondent 
is allowed anywhere near the scene of battle he is so restricted by censor 
regulations that he might, as well be at home for he cannot send out 
an account of. the facts as he (iiuls them. The Germans arrested the cor- 
respondent of ;i Boston paper as a spy and he had a narrow escape 
from being shot. 
Hence that paper has to depend almost entirely upon 


tiie n'ur news transmitted by wireless and otherwise to the Associated 
Press, the greatest and most reliable news bureau in existence today. 


Germany does not want her operations and her plans to be divulged 


ic advance by newspaper writers while Kngland has imposed the most 
sweeping restrictions upon the press in the publication of war news and 
the movements of her troops. So great has been the dearth of war news 
even in London Hint the press has protested that popular 
enthusiasm 


in the n-nr is lacking because the people arc kept in the dark as to what 
is going on. They are only privileged to know that a large force is sent 
to tight the Germans and that in a. number of hard fought bailies the 
Iroops have suffered severely. 
But neither the extent of the loss nor 


(be number of those killed is given except in the most general terms. 
The newspapers publish Uie despatches from the opposing sides knowing 
that each is prone to exaggerate, (heir victories and minimize their losses; 
hut for this the press associations are not to blame. 
Probably the most 


accurate accounts of battles published since this gigantic struggle began 
were written by wounded soldiers whose letters escaped the purview of 
the censors. 
But in spite of all these obstacles to gelling an accurate 


account of the operations of the belligerent forces from day to day, the 


daily summary of the news by the Associated Press is remarkably re- 
liable and correct. 


Those who are nccuslomed lo this work of sifting the chaff from 


the wheat in a lot, of news despatches from widely distant points—many 
of them describing the same battle or the same, occurrence—can usually 
draw very accurate conclusions as lo the actual facts. 
This summary 


is given daily in The Sim. 
It is drawn up by men whoso business it is 


to give the public, an account of passing events that in view of conflicting 
claims will be the nearest possible approach to the truth. 


Hence we assert that: the, wiseacres who charge honest newspapers 


with falsifying the war news, don't know what, (hey are talking about and 
are only displaying their own ignorance of the. actual facts. 


Many of these people show how little they know about war news 


•when they purchase the "afternoon edition" of a certain Boston paper 
printed at 7.30 o'clock in (he morning, in preference to the afternoon 
edition of a Lowell [taper printed in the afternoon with all the latest 
despatches up to the minute of going to press. 


The noon edition of The Sun like the two later editions has all the 


latest despatches on the wnr up to the time of going to press and that 
means an average of four hours later than any of the Boston papers 
appearing on the street at. the same time. 


Here (hen is what it is important to remember: 
Practically all the 


newspapers in New England and throughout the country as well, have to 
depend upon the Associated Press for their war news. 
The same wire 


that flashes the news into the offices of the leading Boston papers carries 
it also into The Sun office and The Sun can put that news on the street 
in Lowell on an average, as we have said, of four hours nliead of the 
Boston papers which are issued for circulation over nil New England. In 
the afternoon field, therefore, no paper published outside of Lowell can 
compete with The Lowell Sun in giving to local readers, the latest aud 
most reliable news of the war.

von Bernstorff, the Germa'n ambassa-' 
dor, after surveying the European sit- 
uation as revealed in the day's news 
and in despatches from Berlin by way 
of Sayville, L. I., gave an interview 
which shows that he believes the crisis 
for Germany is past. The aims of the 
German general staff are attained. 


France is defeated nnd the battle- 


ground in western Kuropo is in such 
a condition that Germany can now re- 
call grrat numbers of troops to meet 
the Russian invasion, according to 
Count von Bernstorft's belief, 


nofctii Impossible 


So sanguine is the ambassador of 


his country's success that" he tele- 
graphed yesterday 
to 
Secretary of 


State Bryan, saying that in the event 
of the Germans invading PariB, he 
would communicate with his govern- 
ment and use every endeavor to se- 
cure the safe departure of the Ameri- 
cans from Paris through the German 
lines. 
A resume of the ambassador's 


views follows: 


1—Tho war is won. 
The coalition 


has been defeated in western Europe. 
German defeat on land is now out of 
the question. 


2—'The aims of the German general 


staff have been attained. 
The allies 


have been BO badly ami so suddenly 
worsted that Germany Is free 'to with- 
draw, ns she has begun to do, great 
numbers of men to ward off tho Rus- 
sian invasion, 


3—The defeat on the seas is ac- 


knowledged with the proviso that de- 
feat was to be expected, since the Ger- 
man navy has always been meant sim- 
ply to defend the coast line and that 
if the English assumed the growing 
German navy was meant for any oth- 
er purpose they labored under a sadly 
mythical conception. 
It end y for Pence 


4—Germany did not begin tho war. 


She did not want the war. 
She Is 


ready for peace at any moment. 


5—German victory means a great ad- 


vnnce of democracy in the empire. The 
nation can never forget how the whole 
people rose as.one man against an un- 
just attack, nor how the leader of 
the socialists made a'speech amid the 
wild cheers of Ihe conservative party 
which stood up to a man, waving their 
handkerchiefs at him. 


In the matter of the policy of Ger- 


man warfare, the ambassador made It 
clear that Germany will stand 'out for 
the most effective use of bombs drop- 
ping from midair and the, use of her 
most modern, appliances, London being 
as much subject to attack by Zeppe- 
lins as Paris and Antwerp by airship 
and bomb. 
No further notification of

"At the very start," said the am- 


bassador, "let me say that I think the 
war is now clearly won.. The Ger-

That is the significance I at- 
tach to the 'withdrawal of the SO.OOO 
troops from Belgium,

man people, I am convinced that a 
victory for the coalition is out of tho 
question. 
Defeats on sea were ex-

The absence of news concerning the progress of the European war 


is today most marked. 
Not since the early days of August, when mili- 


tary operations first took serious form, has them been such a dearth of ' 
intelligence, official or otherwise. H is evident that there is a concerted 
effort on the part of both the English and the French authorities to keep 
the world at large in absolute ignorance of what is transpiring in north-/ 
erh France. 


No official statements have been issued in cither London, Paris or 


Berlin and such news as has come to hand is decidedly- fragmentary, 
unsubstantiated, of minor importance and without real significance. 


This veil of secrecy, drawn lighter today than at any time in tho 


last 30 days, may be taken as an indication that events of importance 
are transpiring in northern France. A similar silence was observed dur- 
ing the fighting last week around Mons, Camhrai and Le Cateau. 


The latest official report on the situation north of Paris was issued 


last night. ' It said that the French left, owing to the progress of the 
German right wing, had been forced to "mark a retirement." Explaining 
this announcement'the French embassy in London today said: 


"The Anglo-French army corps have had to give ground but nowhero 


have 'they been broken through." 


The fighting today in which the allies are believed to be opposing 


the German advance is thought to be' centered around La Fere, a strongly 
fortified French position on the river Oise and 75 miles northeast o£ 
Paris. The fate of the French capital may hang on ihe outcome of theso 
operations.

It is not definitely known whether the British troops in France have

A news despatch from St. Petersburg makes a similar claim, saying 


.the Austrians in Poland have lost tens of thousands of men. 


Nevertheless, reports from the eastern theatre of war continue to 


be conflicting. Both St.' Petersburg and Berlin claim important .victories. 


By imperial order the city of St. Petersburg will henceforth be known 


as Petrograd, the change eliminating the Teuton construction in the name 
of the chief cily of Russia.

man navy has always been meant sim- 
ply to defend the coast line and that 
if the English assumed the growing 
German navy, was meant for any oth- 
er purpose theylabored under a sadly 
mythical conception.

4—Germany did not begin the war.

5—German victory means a great ad-

n common expression among some people who affect superior knowledge 
withont anything io back it up except nmnine conceit bused upon lack o£ 
intelligence. 


You meet thcpe people on tlio sidewalks, you henr them talking for 


efl'ect in the street cars, nnd in eacli and evejy case they betray total 
ignorance of the siihjerl they underlako to disi'iiss. 


The war news published in the honest newspapers may be contra- 


dictory nnd in muuy respects misleading; but are the newspapers io blame 
for that? 


Never in any war in past history was there exorc.ised such a strict 


censorship as in the present struggle; and never before has (here bpe.n so 
little ground for blaming the newspapers for coloring the despatches 
sc-m out by the belligerent? or by the reliable news gathering bodies such 


RS the Associated Press. 


The fact is, that war correspondents arc not allowed to follow the 


operations in the field as they were in other wars. Where a correspondent 
is allowed anywhere near the scene of battle he is so restricted by censor 
regulations that he might as well be at home for he cannot send Out 
:ni account of the facts as be finds them. The Germans arrested the cor- 
respondent, of a Boston paper as a spy and be hail a narrow escape 
from being shot. 
Hence that paper has to depend almost entirely upon 


the war news transmitted by wireless and otherwise to the Associated 
Press, the greatest- and most reliable news bureau in existence today. 


Germany does not want her operations and her plans to lie divulged 


in advance by newspaper writers while England has imposed the most 
sweeping restrictions upon the press in the publication of war news and 
the movements of her troops. So great has been the dearth of war news 
even in London that the press has prolnfeted that popular enthusiasm 
in the war is lacking because the people ajxijtppt in the dark as to what 
is going on. They are only privileged to know that a large force is sent 
to fight the Germans and that in a number of hard i'oughf. bailies the 
troops have suffered severely. 
But neither the extent of the loss nor 


the number of those killed is given except in the most general terms. 
The newspapers publish (be despatches from the opposing sides knowing 


and starve it out or O|HO destroy it. by 
bombs i'rom tho groat dirigibles.

sessions in China. 


Why should not Japan's land forces 


Intervene in Europe as its fleet is In- 
tervening in China? 
M. Clemenceau

L'Homme Libre. I can add that it is 
not new and that it had some connec- 
tion with the negotiation of the 1907 
aErreoments. I am sure 
London, 
St. 


Petersburg and Paris could reach an 
agreement 
whereby several 
hundred 


thousand Japanese could he sent to 
our coasts. That undoubtedly demands 
time, but as events procede it is more 
and more difficult to believe 
In 
the 


rapidity of the war. 


"Tho English aro appealing to tho 


Dominion troops and the Indian con- 
tingent. 
What 
flno 
support 
Japan 


could give with her 
trained, 
disci- 


plined, courageous and powerful army. 
It would bo wrong1 to discard such an 
eventuality as a chimera. It deserves 
consideration and I need not add that 
we must waste no time." 


Edouard Clunet discusses in the Fi- 


garo the question whether aerostats 
should be allowed to drop bombs on

Compara- 
tively few have been supplied to" the 
large hotels and restaurants' of thia 
country, although a few of the best 
class of such places have hod them. 
•The prices always have been high. 


Aside from this fact, 
the 
oyster 


growers of Long Island reported'-that 
never before have the beds been .in 
such a line condition, and even if there 
had been no war the crop was expect- 
ed to bo tho largest in the history of 
the trade. 


At the Blue Point beds 
in Great 


South bay, It was said that the oysters 
this year would have the finest flavor 
In many seasons, exceptional precau- 
tions had been taken to protect tho 
beds, and that as the oysters had been 
feeding heavily on the finest marina 
life the growers expected an unusual 
demand. 


From the Rockaway beds oysters ot 


exceptional size and flavor are expect- 
ed. Most of .tbe oysters have been go- 
ing to Europe In the past, but now this 
country is to have the full supply ot 
Rockaways. The same optimistic re- 
ports are made by the oyster bed own- 
ers on the north side of the island.
